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NOTES  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Note  1 :  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  significant  accounting  policies 
employed  in  the  preparation  of  these  financial  statements. 
Fund  Accounting 

The  diverse  nature  of  governmental  operations  and  the  necessity 
of  determining  comphance  with  legal  provisions  requires  modification 
of  accounting  systems  commonly  used  by  commercial  enterprises. 
Rather  than  establishing  a  single  unified  set  of  accounts  to  record  and 
summarize  all  financial  transactions,  the  accounts  of  the  Town  are 
organized  on  the  basis  of  funds  and  account  groups,  each  of  which  is 
considered  a  separate  entity  with  self-balancing  accounts  that  com- 
prise its  assets,  liabilities,  reserves,  fund  balance,  revenues  and 
expenditures  or  expenses,  including  interfund  obhgations  and  trans- 
fers. 

Operations  supplying  the  basic  services  of  a  general  government 
nature  which  are  controlled  by  legal  budgets  are  accounted  for  in  the 
General  Fund  and  Special  Revenue  Fund. 

In  addition  to  the  general  category  of  operations  hsted  above,  a 
further  distinction  from  accounting  in  commercial  enterprises  exists 
with  respect  to  capital  expenditures.  Capital  expenditures  are  re- 
quired to  be  capitalized  at  historical  cost  in  a  General  Fixed  Asset 
Group  of  Accounts  primarily  for  control  purposes.  The  Town  has  not 
maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets,  and  accordingly  a 
statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally  accepted  ac- 
counting principles,  is  not  included  in  the  financial  report. 

Fiduciary  activities  of  the  Town  are  accounted  for  in  Trust 
Funds. 

Budgetary  Accounting  and  Encumbrances 

General  governmental  revenues  and  expenditures  accounted  for 
in  budgetary  funds  are  controlled  by  a  formal  integrated  budgetary 
accounting  system  in  accordance  with  various  legal  requirements 
which  govern  the  Town's  operations. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  General  Fund,  Special  Revenue  Funds,  and 
Debt  Service  Fund  are  maintained  and  reported  on  a  modified  accrual 
basis.  All  other  funds  included  in  the  financial  statements  are  main- 
tained and  reported  on  the  accrual  basis. 

Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are 
recorded  when  received  in  cash,  except  in  cases  where  they  are  both 
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measurable  and  available,  and  therefore  are  resources  which  may  be 
appropriated.  Expenditures,  except  for  interest  on  general  long-term 
debt  which  is  recorded  when  it  becomes  due,  are  recorded  when  cer- 
tain goods  or  services  are  received  and  actual  liabilities  are  incurred. 

Investments 

Investments  in  all  cases  are  recorded  at  cost.

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SANDWICH  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Annual  Report  1978 

This  Commission  continued  its  efforts  to  protect  the  Sandwich 
Notch  Road.  Assistance  by  the  SPNHF  is  greatly  appreciated.  It  is 
anticipated  by  Fall  1979  the  U.S.  Forest  Service  will  acquire  some 
5,000  additional  acres  from  Wagner  Woodlands,  the  current  owners. 
Preservation  of  the  Notch  Road  as  it  has  been  for  180  years  is  most 
important. 

A  start  was  made  in  1978  to  survey  the  town's  Wetlands.  Squam 
Lake  area  plus  additional  southern  town  areas  have  been  mapped,  and 
a  very  complete  report  has  been  prepared  by  a  quahfied  wetlands  con- 
sultant. Appreciation  has  been  acknowledged  to  the  Squam  Lake 
Association  for  their  generous  financial  assistance  in  getting  this 
survey  underway.  As  money  is  available  further  town  areas  will  also 
be  surveyed.  A  State  Law  requires  towns  to  make  a  Wetlands  survey. 
Further  environmental  studies  by  the  Commission  as  to  Soils,  Timber, 
Underground  Water  and  Wildlife  habitat  within  the  town  are  future 
projects  of  this  Commission. 

The  Forestry  Department's  RARE  II  (Roadless  Area  Review  and 
Evaluation)  program  calling  for  logging  roads  up  and  into  the  south 
face  of  Mount  Whiteface  were  objected  to  by  this  Commission. 
Thanks  are  due  the  Town  Club  for  sponsoring  a  public  meeting  in 
July  to  appraise  the  public  of  plans  to  log  this  central  focal  point  of 
the  Sandwich  Range. 

Contributions  to  the  Fund  Raising  Campaign  of  1976  to  "Save 
the  Notch"  are  still  greatly  appreciated.  All  such  monies  received  are 
specifically  earmarked  for  additional  land  acquisition  either  side  of 
the  Notch  Road.

SANDWICH  PLANNING  BOARD 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1978 

1978  was,  as  always,  a  busy  year  for  the  Planning  Board. 

Most  of  the  subdivisions  we  looked  at  and  approved  were  small- 
four  to  six  lots. 

Our  most  active  abutters'  hearing  was  held  this  year  on  the 
Eland  subdivision  located  on  Vittum  Hill  Road. 

We  granted  three  waivers  on  side  line  set  back.  Three  parties  were 
allowed  to  place  buildings  within  45  feet  of  the  side  lines,  with 
the  abutters'  permission. 

Ben  Bullard  was  appointed  to  the  Planning  Board  in  March  to 
fill  the  vacancy  when  Kerry  Peaslee  resigned  from  the  Board. 

The  official  town  maps  are  still  available  for  sale. 

The  steep  slopes  ordinance  has  had  its  two  pubhc  hearings  and 
will  be  on  the  Town's  official  ballot  for  your  vote.  We  hope  to 
whip  the  Wetland  ordinance  into  shape  this  coming  year.  Both  of 
these  ordinances  are  covered  in  the  subdivision  regulations  but 
only  briefly— this  will  speh  it  out  in  detail. 

We,  the  Board,  spent  many  hours  working  on  our  Master  Plan, 
but  didn't  make  much  headway.  We  are  asking  the  Town  to  vote 
moneys  to  hire  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  to  help  us 
get  it  underway.  The  Master  Plan  is  very  important  in  mapping  our 
future  growth.  It  will  also  help  to  protect  us  if  we  have  to  go  to 
court  with  a  developer  if  we  turn  down  his  development. 

Your  Planning  Board  members  are  all  volunteers  and  put  in 
many  hours  attending  out-of-town  meetings  and  traveling  around 
Town  for  on-site  inspections  at  their  own  expense.  They  deserve 
your  gratitude,  your  praise  and  your  support.

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SAMUEL  H.  WENTWORTH  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

Annual  Report  for  1 978 

During  the  year  your  library  continued  to  improve  its  services  to 
the  people  of  Sandwich.  Thanks  to  our  trust  fund  income  and  many 
individual  gifts  and  bequests,  we  were  again  able  to  add  substantially 
to  our  book  and  record  collection. 

A  bequest  of  $10,000.00  was  received  in  July  from  the  estate  of 
Harriet  M.  Lewis,  formerly  of  this  town.  We  also  received  a  gift  in 
memory  of  William  P.  Hacker  who  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
from  1945  until  1958.  Our  town  is  indeed  fortunate  that  the  library 
has  been  the  recipient  over  the  years  of  so  many  gifts,  both  large  and 
small,  from  residents  both  summer  and  year-round.  Our  most  impor- 
tant source  of  income  is  the  fund  left  to  the  town  for  the  support  of 
the  library  by  Joseph  Wentworth  whose  great  uncle  was  Samuel  H. 
Wentworth.  Thanks  to  these  donors  the  income  of  the  library  is  more 
than  adequate  to  cover  its  entire  budget  which  would  otherwise  have 
added  approximately  5  cents  to  the  town  tax  rate  in  1978. 

During  1978  the  Trustees  voted  to  dedicate  the  downstairs  meeting 
room  to  Joseph  Wentworth  whose  generosity  made  possible  the  build- 
ing of  the  new  addition.  A  bronze  plaque  dedicating  the  room  has 
been  obtained. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  under  the  gui- 
dance of  Mrs.  Vaughan  Harmon,  continued  to  assist  in  making  our 
facihties  more  useful  to  the  townspeople. 

The  Trustees  revised  the  Library  By-Laws  and  also  prepared  a  new 
Statement  of  Library  Policy. 

In  June,  Mary  Frances  Hambrook  was  employed  to  assist  the 
librarian,  Sylbert  Forbes. 

The  Trustees  asked  the  Selectmen  to  have  the  Town  vote  at  Town 
Meeting  on  the  use  of  Library  Land  by  the  Sandwich  Fair  Association 
Incorporated.  After  meetings  with  the  Selectmen  and  representatives 
of  the  Fair  Corp.,  it  was  decided  by  the  Trustees  to  allow  the  Fair 
Corp.  to  use  the  Libraiy  land  in  1978.  We  requested  that  the  Library 
and  the  town  be  protected  against  lawsuits  that  miglit  result  from  this 
use  but  ultimately  had  to  provide  the  necessary  insurance  through  our 
own  policies.  In  the  early  Fall  the  Fair  Corp.  announced  that  after 
the  1978  Fair  they  would  move  their  equipment  off  Library  land  and 
with  the  possible  exception  of  the  amphitheatre  would  not  use  the 
Library  land  for  Fair  purposes  in  the  future. 

With  respect  to  the  physical  plant  the  year  saw  new  asphalt  pave- 
ment for  the  front  ramp  walk  and  at  the  back  downstairs  door.  Steps 
were  installed  at  a  window  in  the  Joseph  Wentworth  Room  for  use  as 
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an  emergency  exit.  A  new  Aliens  snowblower  was  purchased.

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  department  as 
may  be  noted  above.  The  number  of  calls  more  than  doubled  but 
fortunately  this  only  involved  three  serious  building  fires.  Unfor- 
tunately two  of  the  three  fires  were  totally  involved  when  discover- 
ed and  resulted  in  total  loss.  I  beheve  the  department  with  the  help 
of  mutual  aid  is  to  be  commended  for  the  excellent  work  done  at 
the  Wentworth  House  fire.  While  serious  damage  was  incurred  much 
of  the  premises  were  saved  in  spite  of  the  high  winds.  Further,  this 
fire  proved  the  value  of  our  mutual  aid  drills  as  some  five  years 
before  we  had  planned  how  to  deliver  water  to  this  location  should 
the  need  arise. 

The  statistical  report  of  the  Fire  Dispatch  Center  for  1978  shows 
that  Sandwich  had  an  average  response  from  the  time  of  being 
toned  for  alarm  until  the  first  engine  was  responding  of  2.29 
minutes.  This  is  compared  to  the  average  time  for  all  departments 
(including  the  several  full  time  and  paid  departments)  in  the  Lakes 
Region  Mutual  Fire  Aid  Assoc,  of  2.37  minutes.  I  feel  this  is  an 
excellent  record  for  our  department. 

The  statistical  analysis  for  our  department  for  1978  shows  the 
following: 

Total  emergency  man  hours  1312.5 

Total  work  detail  man  hours  1467.0 

Total  special  service  man  hours  454.5 

Total  training  man  hours  1078.0 

Total  Man  Hours  4312.0 

The  above  does  not  include  time  at  department  and  officer  meet- 
ings; inspections;  investigations;  work  of  our  treasurer,  secretary 
and  engineer;  manhours  given  by  mutual  aid  departments  respond- 
ing to  our  aid;  and  last  but  not  least  the  many  hours  given  by  our 
ladies  auxiliary,  the  Sirens.  The  Town  is  very  fortunate  to  have 
such  a  dedicated  group  of  people  giving  so  much  free  time  and  I 
want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  each  and  every  one  of  them. 
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We  celebrated  our  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the 
fire  department  this  past  summer  and  I  want  to  thank,  on  behalf 
of  the  department,  all  those  who  helped  to  make  it  noteworthy. 

We  were  able  this  fall  to  install  a  new  pressure  hydrant  at  North 
Sandwich  Square  and  rebuild  the  pond  at  the  foot  of  Burleigh  Hill 
installing  a  new  six-inch  hydrant  in  this  much  improved  water 
source.  We  hope  to  continue  an  accelerated  dry  hydrant  program 
this  year.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a 
forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized  as 
superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state 
and  local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent 
and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy 
wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to 
work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort. 
State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppres- 
sion costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay 
rates  established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State  funds  matched 
by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest 
fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention 
work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow, 
is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your 
local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit 
when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to 
$  1 ,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.

As  can  be  seen  by  the  listed  statistics,  1978  was  a  busy  year  for 
your  Police  Department.  We  handled  1200  complaints  from  citizens, 
not  to  mention  the  709  telephone  calls  taken  at  Troop  "E".  This 
telephone  has  been  in  service  only  1 1  months,  and  response  has 
been  favorable. 

Crime  is  on  the  increase  in  rural  areas,  and  it  has  touched  our 
community  too.  Looking  at  last  years  calls  you  will  note  such 
things  as,  Rape,  Sexual  Assault;  these  things  are  no  longer  confined 
to  large  areas.  With  growth  of  a  town  comes  an  increase  in  crime. 
Pubhc  services  must  enlarge  to  meet  the  demands.  We  were  for- 
tunate to  have  with  us  full  time,  since  June  1,  1978,  Officer 
Christopher  Jackson.  Through  his  employment,  it  has  enabled  us 
to  increase  patrolHng  of  the  Town  by  several  hours.  Officer 
Jackson  has  just  completed  the  Police  Training  Academy  to  be- 
come the  first  Police  Officer  from  Sandwich  to  be  a  Certified 
Pohce  Officer. 

Accidents  in  the  Town  of  Sandwich  have  doubled  this  past  year. 
Over  half  of  them  have  been  speed  related.  Luckily,  no  fatalities 
were  involved,  but  we  will  not  escape  this  record  forever.  Sooner 
or  later  someone  will  pay;  unfortunately  an  innocent  victim? 
This  coming  year,  let's  all  take  a  hand  at  making  Sandwich  a  safer 
place  for  you  and  your  children. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  "Moose"  Evans,  Lee  Collins,  Officer 
Christopher  Jackson,  New  Hampshire  State  Police  Troop  "E", 
and  the  Carroll  County  Sheriffs  Office.

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NOTICE  TO  VETERANS 

Any  veteran  entitled  to  tax  exemption  in  order  to  obtain  same 
must  file  with  the  Selectmen  his  permanent  application  before  April 
1 5th  or  contained  in  an  envelope  addressed  to  such  officials 
postmarked  by  that  date.  If  a  person  eligible  for  exemption  changes 
his  domicile  or  a  veteran's  wife  becomes  a  widow  during  the  year,  a 
new  permanent  application  must  be  filed  with  the  assessing  officials 
in  the  succeeding  year. 

If  a  husband  and  wife  are  both  veterans  each  must  file  a  separate 
permanent  apphcation. 

An  application  for  Service  Exemption  which  appears  on  the 
bottom  of  your  Inventory  of  Taxable  Property  form  must  be  filed 
yearly  before  April  1  5th.
